— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officers of 
the Uttar Pradesh Police

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

Shri Yusuf Ali and Shri Indrajit Singh, Constables, Civil 
Police, Pratapgarh District, who were detailed for night patrol- 
ling on the 12/13 April, 1961, came across a gang of about 
15 armed persons near the Agiya Minor Canal road. Cons- 
table* Yusuf Ali and Indrajit Singh were armed only with 
lathis and had torches. Constable Indrajit Singh, who was 
slightly ahead of Constable Yusuf Ali, accosted the miscreants, 
but did not receive a reply and proceeded further. Constable 
Yusuf Ali, who was following Shri Indrajit Singh, on a cycle, 
also challenged the miscreants and noticed that one of them 
was carrying a gun. He grew suspicious and tried to snatch 
away the gun. Thereupon the miscreants attacked him with 
lathis. On hearing his cries Shri Indrajit Singh rushed back 
and tried to save his companion. In spite of being outnumber- 
ed Constables Yusuf Ali and Indrajit Singh jput up a good 
hand to hand fight. When some villagers arrived at the scene, 
the culprits fired a few shots to keep them away and then 
made good their escape. Both the Constables received severe 
injuries. Constable Yusuf Ali who received several injuries 
became unconscious and was brought to P.S. Kunda by his 
injured companion with the help of some villagers. He was 
then taken to Sadar Hospital but succumbed to his injuries. 

In this encounter Shri Yusuf Ali and Shri Indrajit Singh 
displayed exemplary courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order at grave personal risk, Shri Yusuf Ali giving his life 
in the performance of his duty. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 12th April, 1961.

No. 87-Pres./63.— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
the Rajasthan Police : —

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 31st lanuary, 1963, information was received at 
Armed Police Post Loonha in Bikaner District that four 
dacoits on two camels has been seen in the vicinity of 
Anandgarh, Police Station Gharsana, Ganganagar District. 
Head Constable Kami Singh, with a Lance Head Constable, 
four Constables and two local personnel immediately set out 
on six camels to the spot where the dacoits had been seen. 
On reaching it they followed the trail of the dacoits for 
anothcr 30 miles and when near village Ahmed-ka-Bcra 
heard rifle fire, "Jt was then 6.00 p.m. Proceeding in the 
direction of the firing they observed from a distance that 
the gang were robbing a hamlet. The dacoits saw the 
Police party approaching and opened fire. Head Constable 
Kami Singh and his men dismounted, and while his men 
took positions he advanced on the dacoits firing from a 
standing position. His action was fraught with grave dan- 


ger, hut unmindful of the risk he continued to advance and 
hre till he shot dead a dacoit, arid when the dead man's 
comrade picked up his rifle and started firing at Head Cons- 
table Kami Singh the latter continued to advance. The 
dacoits then making use of the darkness and sand dunes made 
good their escape. 

In this encounter the Policy party shot dead notorious 
dacoit Laliya, who with his associates had committed several 
dacoities in Indian territory and had created great panic on 
the Indo-Pak border. Property worth over three thousand 
rupees looted from the villagers of Ahmcd-ka-Bera was 
recovered on the spot. 

The success of the encounter was due to the determina- 
tion, bravery and outstanding devotion to duty shown bv 
Head Constable Kami Singh. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 31st January, 1963. 

No. 88-Prej./63.— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officers of 
the Rajasthan Police : —

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

A notorious outlaw Bahadur Singh Rajput of Churn Dis- 
trict in Bikaner had formed a formidable gang of dacoits 
and started collecting a sort of cess from the villagers. In 
order to round up this gang, special police parties were 
detailed by the Deputy Inspector General of Police, Bikaner 
Range. 

On the 7th March 1963, a party of special police under 
Shri Surja Ram, Deputy Superintendent 6f Police, learnt 
that the gang was somewhere in the region of village Puran- 
sar and left immediately for this village. The police party 
had hardly covered six miles when they were fired upon by 
the dacoits from a position of considerable vantage some 
thirty feet above them. The police quickly took up posi- 
tions and returned the fire, but realising the vulnerability of 
their low lying position, Shri Surja Ram detailed two Sec- 
tions to attack the dacoits position from their right and left. 
A fierce encounter then ensued for over three hours. When 
it became apparent that the dacoits could not be dislodged in 
this way, Shri Surja Ram and Constables Bullidan Singh and 
Punam Chand made a direct advance, in spite of the grave 
risk, on the dacoits’ position and succeeded in shooting dead 
dacoit Bhanwaria Sidh. In moving forward however Cons- 
table Bullidan Singh was shot dead by the dacoits. Constable 
Punam Chand when attempting to gain a good firing posi- 
tion was struck by a bullet in the hand resulting in a com- 
pound fracture. Another dacoit, reportedly the best marks- 
man in the gang, was shot dead and the three remaining 
dacoits managed to slip away taking cover behind the sand 
dunes. A pistol, .303 ammunition and a hand grenade left 
by the dacoits were recovered, 

Tn this long encounter with a well armed and dangerous 
gang of dacoits. Constable Bullidan Singh and Constable 
Punam Chand displayed conspicuous gallantry and great 
devotion to duty in utter disregard of their own safety. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carry with them the special allowance admis- 
sible under rule 5, with effect from the 7th March, 1963.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi-1 , the 17 lit December 1963 

No. F. 8-82/62- W.3. — The Government of India have 
been taking various measures to promote the development of 
the country’s human and material resources through succes- 
sive five-year plans. One of the most effective means of 
developing human resources is to concentrate on the wel- 
fare of children. To promote development in this field, it 
is important to secure the collaboration of official and non- 
official agencies. In order to achieve this, the Government 
of India have decided to set up a Committee on Child Wel- 
fare in the Ministry of Education, 

2. The functions of this committee shall be : — 

(a) to advise Government in the formulation of a 
national child welfare policy; 

(b) to suggest policies, programmes, targets and 
priorities in the entire field of child welfare; 

(c) to take steps to avoid duplication of effort and 
generally to ensure co-ordination between the acti- 
vities of the Ministry of Education, the Central 
Social Welfare Board and the Indian Council for 
Child Welfare; 

(d) to see that the subject ‘child welfare’ as a whole 
receives adequate attention. 

3. The composition of this committee shall be : 

Chairman 

1. The Deputy Education Minister, incharge of Social 
Welfare. 

Members 

2. Chairman, Central Social Welfare Board. 

3. A representative of the Planning Commission. 

4. A representative of the Ministry of Finance. 

5. A representative of the Ministry of Health. 

6. A representative of the Ministry of Community 
Development & Cooperation. 

7. A representative of the Indian Council for Child 
Welfare. 

8. Joint Secretary/Joint Educational Adviser incharge 
of Social Welfare Division in the Ministry of 
Education. 

Secretary-Member 

9. Deputy Educational Adviser/Deputy Secretary, Social 
Welfare Division, Ministry of Education. 

Die representatives of the Central Government shall be 
members of this Committee during the pleasure of the nomi- 
nating authority. Other members shall be appointed for a 
period of two years. 

4. The Committee shall serve as an advisory body and 
shall, until further orders, have its headquarters in New 
Delhi.
